SERIQUS DECLINE IN 
SCHOOL

MINISTER'S STATEMENT 
IN TIPPERARY 
TI TI | 


HE unsatisfactory position with regard 
h to school attendance was referred to by 
Mr. T. Derrig, Minister for Education, 
when he declared open the new Christian 
Brothers’ Schools at Tipperary yesterday. 
Mr. Derrig said that it was necessary that 
they should co-operate with the teachers b 
sending children to school punctually an 
regularly. It might be said that the law 
was there, and ought to be sufficient, but he 
was not at all sure about that. The average 
attendance throughout the country for the 
three years ending June, 1939, ad been 
470,000, which meant, that on every day on 
which their schools were open nearly 80,000 
children were absent. He did not consider 
that position to be at all satisfactory. 


POSITION IN TIPPERARY 


In Tipperary in the year ending June, 
1939, the average daily attendance for all 
pupils was 82.8 per cent., the figure for 
sh between 6 and 14 years being 83.4. 

is showed that in the fase class 3,660 
were absent every day during the school 
year out of a possible 21,334, and that of 
those pupils on whom the law sought to 
enforce compulsory attendance at school, 
— 3, out of 18,000 were absent 
aily. 

There had been a very serious decline in 
school attendance of young children during 
recent years, and it was, therefore, all the 


attend school every day of the 200 days 
which constituted a normal schoo] year. 


NATIONAL PRIDE 


Mr. Derrig spoke of the need to awaken 
in the minds of the young a proper sense 
of national pride, in. which the co-operation 
of the parents would be of the greatest value. 
He was sure it would be difficult to explain 
to an intelligent foreigner observing their 
national life why, with such a history as 
theirs, so many of their young people pre- 
ferred to accept standards of values so diff. 
cult to reconcile with those national senti- 
ments of which they were so proud. 

Even if their native standards were simple, 
said Mr. Derrig, they were their own, and 
were not to be despised on that account, as 
some people seemed to imagine. They 
should teach their young people to be proud 
of their country, her history, language and 
traditions. The delusion that one’s aim in 
life should be to secure the greatest possible 
share of pleasure and amusement should be 
discouraged, and a constant effort should be 
made to inculcate the precept that neither 
individuals nor peoples could progress with- 
out hard work and self-sacrifice. 7

HE 1940-41 season of the Irish Film 
Society opened at The Classic, 
Terenure, on Saturday afternoon with a 
Russian film, Peter the Great, instead of the 
romised French masterpiece, Raimu’s '' Le 
oi S’amuse.’’

and foreshadowed other regrettable changes 
and omissions from the programme, A 
Dublin audience is tolerant; but many of 
them must have recalled the title of a certain 
popular song, “ Why Wasn’t I Told?” The 
executive of the Society is hard-working and 
intelligent. It should also be frank. 

“* Peter the Great ” is a long, invertebrate, 
chronicle film. giving with more than Holly- 
wood truth to fact a panorama of the reign 
of the founder the modern Russia, It is 
unavoidable in the cireumstances that the film 
should be lacking in form and sometimes 
difficult to follow. There are some fine 
scenes, and the battle sequences surpass 
Hollywood’s standards, but the attempted 
representation of past customs, manners, 
dress and behavious is sometimes overdone. 
The film may be described as npisy. 
boisterous, toothless and hairy. But it is 
of value, and was worth seeing. The 
members of the Society left The Classic 
enriched with a vivid and, on the whole, 
reasonably accurate impression of a vital 
personage in Russian history. 

There were two shorts—a dull and un- 
inspired product of the G.P.O. Film Unit, 
and ‘‘Swinging the Lambert Walk,” a 
delightful colour abstract.

That nation is vigorous in which societies 
like the Mount Street Club flourish, declared 
the Rev. J. E. Canavan, 8.J., when he broad- 
cast from Radio Eireann last night an appeal 
on behalf of the club. : 

The club, he said, gave to certain unem- 
ployed men the means and the opportunity 
of producing for themselves and their families 
what they most needed for human sustenance, 
and of 5 Hse their courage alive, their 
interest active and their skill exercised. The 
‘method of the Mount Street Club was cura- 
tive, and for that reason it deserved well of 
the State, of the community in general and 
of the industrial corporations in particular. 
Its policy and plan were bold and original in 
a field beset with difficulties, and it was 
administered honestly and efficiently by 
volunteers who gave their services for nothing. 
Although it paid no money to its members, 
the club needed money for rent, raw materials 
and for wages of a few officials. So far its 
funds had been »si-pplied by voluntary contri- 
butions, and every shilling contributed to the 
fund had been turned into about 2s. 6d. worth 
of benefit to members and their families in 
the necessities of life. This year the 2s. 6d. 
would be probably increased to 3s. Nothing 
produced by the club was sold in ng sare 
with any person in employment; therefore 
shopkeepers and those who produced for profit 
were not interfered with, and the labour 
market was sot upset. This was an ingenious 
experiment of which the country might be 
proud, and which it should not allow to fail. 

The future was uncertain becanse money 
was short, and he appealed to all to sub- 
scribe, so that the club could make its benefits 
available to still greater numbers of un- 
employed people.

This year’s prize of £50 offered by the 
Irish Academy of Letters for the best novel 
of 1959 has been awarded to Francis 
MacManus for his novel, ‘‘ Men Withering,”’ 
printed and published by the Talbot Press.

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TOM MIX, COWBOY, KILLED 


IN 


CAR CRASH

OM MIX, the famous cowboy cinema star, was wearing full cowboy 
regalia when his car went out of control eighteen miles south of 
here yesterday and he was killed instantly. An inquest is to be held. 
He wae travelling alone to Tuscon, Arizona, and he was pinned under 


the car. 


So ended a life that was as fuil of adventure and glamour as any of 


his films. 


Born at El Paso (Texas) in 1880, he was 
the son of an Irish father and a Scottish-Red 
Indian mother His grandfather translated 
the Bible into the Osage Indian language. 

He learned to ride shortly after he learned 
to walk. By seven he was nn expert lassoist, 
and by ten he was a crack shot with a rifle. 
After training at the Virginia Military 
Academy he became a lumberjack, but the 
Spanish-American War in 1897 offered pros- 
pects of a new adventure, and he enlisted 
and was sent to Cuba. As a courier for 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt he was wounded 
by a bullet which went through the roof of 
his mouth and came out at the back of his 
neck, and scarcely had he recovered from this 
than a bursting shell tore the skin from his 
head. 

Commissioned to break in horses for the 
British Army in the Boer War, he went over 
with one of the cons:gnments, and took part 
in the battle of Ladysmith. 

Returning to America he became a cowboy 
in earnest, Sheriff of four different counties, 
and finally a Texas Ranger. During this 
time he captured the notorious bandits the 
Shonts Brothers singie-handed. In the chase 
he was shot in the back by an Indian woman, 
and later in the same year was wounded while 
surprising three robbers on his ranch. 

In 1909 he won the title of ‘‘ champion 
cowboy ” of Wyoming, and was offered his 
first job on the films 1s a result. While he 
was waiting for this the Madero Revolution 
broke out in Mexico, and he hurriedly left to 
take part in it In the fighting he was 
wounded in the right leg, and later was 
sentenced to be shot by a firing squad for 
violation of the military code. He was saved 
only in the nick of time by a wounded 
Mexican confessing to the crime with which 
he had been charged. Returning to America, 
he decided that he would try his hand again 
at the films, and, with his beloved horse 
“i remained a screen figure ever aíter. . 

hen he visited England in 1925 he rode 

his silver-bedecked horse Tony down the 

gangway of his !iner on arrival. He also 

trotted the horse up the steps of the Mansion 
House, London.

In a joint statement, issued after the result 
was announced th. strike issue is stated to 
have arisen because of the ‘failure of the 
management of the G.S. Railways Company 


to consider the reasonable demand of the 
unions.’ 

The demand referred to was that the 
increase of 5s on the “district rate’’ for 


workers in the engineering trades should be 
applied to workers engaged on similar work 
in the employment of the company. Under 
an old agreement it was stated, rates of 
pay of railway shopm n in the engineering 
section were automatically increased when 
the “district rate’ increased. 

When the ‘‘district rate’ rose by 5s. on 
the 19th February, last the unions imme- 
diately demanded a similar increase. 

The main reason given by the company for 
dismissing the application was their ‘sheer 
inability to increase labour costs” if the com- 
pany was to survive the crisis; other reasons 
given being the downward trend of traffic 
receipts and the increasing costs of eseenfial 
materials. The company also contended that 
finctuation of railway rates with unstable 
“district rates” is inequitable to the company 
and the men.

‘years has been built on the: doctrine of 
British naval supremacy; and, while the 
British Navy unquestionably retains 


Í command of the seas to-day, it is possible 


to foresee a situation in which this 
supremacy would cease to matter. The 
Americans are sufficiently pessimistic to 
believe that a time may come when they, 
like Great Britain, will be fighting with 
their backs to the wall. Their present 
hope is that Britain will be able to main- 
tain the fight until they have brought 
their own defences into proper condition, 
and, with that end in view, they are 
willing to give her all possible help, ‘* short 
of war.” The situation has been com- 
plicated by Japan’s rapid advance to 
power in the Pacific. If Britain’s hands 
were less full, the United States could be 
trusted to keep an eye on her own interests 
off the Chinese coast, and could rely on 
Britain to keep the Atlantic free; but 
now Washington must maintain the alert 
in two oceans, This morning thirty of 
her warships, including the battleship 
Colorado and the aircraft-carrier York- 
town, sail from Hawaii on a tour of the 
Pacific. Their presence will serve as a 
reminder to the Japanese that the United 
States, while still reluctant to fight so long 
as fighting can be avoided, is approaching 
the limits of her patience. Will Tokyo 
take the warning—or will another few 
months witness the extension of the Euro- 
pean war over the whole world?

Youth's Shortcomings 


In the eyes of the old the country always 
is “ going to the dogs.” Modern children 
are a very poor imitation of what their 
elders were like thirty, forty, fifty years 
ago. Only in war-time is there praise for 
youth. Denis Bradley, the essayist, wrote 
some charming advertisements for the 
tailoring firm with which he ‘was associated 
on the subject of the splendour of the 
young men during the last war. However, 
when -he had written all that he had to 
say about the young men, he used titles 
like: ‘‘The young women are splendid ”’ 
and “ The old men are splendid.”’ It was 
the high hope in 1914-1918 that the young 
men would take charge of affairs when the 
fighting was done and erect something 
bright and beautiful on the ashes of the 
world that was ablaze; but when the war 
was finished the young men were no longer 
regarded as splendid,: and the old men 
built the futile structure that has ended 
in the present conflict. Youth has its 
imperfections. It might, without the 


experience, make errors as notable as those 
of age. When it is robbed of the oppor- 
tunities for leading until it is not youth 
any longer, however, its repressions and 
disappointments must turn it eventually 
into a generation of the aged just as effete 
and unenterprising as the generation that 
preceded it. Churches and social organisa- 
tions have been concerning themselves with 
the problems of youth. The Most Rev. 
Dr.. Mageean, Bishop of Down and 
Connor, remarked at the opening of 
a conference in Belfast on Saturday 
that, ‘‘for my part, I am quite prepared 
to stand up for youth to-day, and say 
that, with proper training and example, 
they will be as good as the young men and 
girls of the past.” 

Modern youth is not all that it might 
be. The statistics of juvenile crime show 
that its moral standards are distressing. 
Most of the responsibility, however, lies 
at the door of the industrialists and 
statesmen throughout the world who failed 
to provide employment or useful action 
for so many of the young. Idleness is the 
hand-maiden of wickedness. The old men 
with the money fgiled to provide enough 
work, and the old men without money 
preached the pernicious doctrine that, even 
when work was offered, it should be 
regarded with suspicion or handled so 
tenderly that it would last a. long time 
and be spread over. many operatives. 
Ought not the Churches and the social 
organisations to concern themselves with 
the problem of age? Certainly, youth 
itself cannot fairly be blamed for the 
existence of many of the so-called 
“problems of youth ” that are discussed 
so freely to-day. Dr. Mageean, in his 


the blame on the community because, he 
said, it had not provided opportunities for 
youth when they left school to lead full 
lives. He also accused it of having 
increased the dangers surrounding youth 
through ‘‘the bad Press, the cinema and 
the general encouraging of a desire for 
pleasure.” There he seems to have 
burked the issue and fallen back on a 
stereotyped formula. There is nothing 
intrinsically wrong about the pursuit of 
pleasure. I+ is the task of the old men 
to ensure that the right sort of pleasure 
should be pursuéd; for it can be found in 
work, in religion, in charitable pursuits 
and in many other admirable ways. If 
the youth who has been provided by the 
State, or the community, or the religious 
sect to which he belongs, with nothing 
better to do, spends his sixpence in the 
motion picture theatre, he will at least be 
free from the temptations of drinking and 
gambling while he is there. 
it on that elusive thing, the “bad Press,” 
he obviously needs instruction in literary 
taste. It is useless to blame the con- 
ventional ‘‘ bogies’’ for the lapses of the 
children of to-day. Guidance they need, 
and so do we all; but action for their 
minds and bodies must be provided if they 
are to be kept clear of the really serious 
pitfalls that open in the path of the 
unoccupied. : |

These are specially designed for chil- 
dren from the United Kingdom who have 
been evacuated to Canada and the United 
States, anda recording of Princess Elizabeth’s 
message was transmitted in the broadcast to 
North America last night. 

’rincess Elizabeth said :— 

“In wishing you all 'Good evening,” I 
feel that I am speaking to friends and com- 
panions who have shared with my sister and 
myself many a happy children’s hour. 

“Thousands of you in this country have 
had to leave your homes and be separated 
from your fathers and mothers. My sister 
Margaret Rose and I feel so much for you 
as we know from experience what it means to 
be away from tlfose we love most of all. To 
you living in new surroundings we send a 
message of true sympathy, and at the same 
time we would like to thank the kind people 
who have welcomed you to their homes in the 
country. 

“All of us children who are still at home 
think continually of our friends and relations 
who have. gone overseas—who have travelled 
thousands of miles to find a wartime home 
and a kindly welcome in Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa and the United 
States of America. My sister and I feel we 
know quite a lot about these countries. Our 
father and mother have so often talked to us 
of their visits to different parts of the world. 
So it is not difficult for us to picture the 
sort of life you are all leading and to think 
of all the new sights you must be seeing and 
the adventures you must be having. 

“ But I am sure that you too are often 
thinking of the old country. I know you 
won't forget us. It is just because we are 
not forgetting you that I want on behalf of 
all the children at home to send you our love 
and best wishes—to you and to your kind 
hosts as well. 

“ Before I finish. I can truthfully say to 
you all that we children at home are full of 
cheerfulness and courage. We are trying to 
do all we can to help our gallant sailors, 
soldiers and airmen, and we are trying too 
to bear our own share of the danger and sad- 
ness of war.

Zeppelin Raid on London. 

A Zeppelin raid was made yesterday even- 
ing-over a portion of the London area, when 
a certain number of incendiary and explosive 
bombs were dropped. 

The material damage done is small. A few 
fires resulted, but they were quickly put out 
by the fire brigade. 

At present it is only possible to say that 
no public buildings were injured, and the 
casualties so far reported number two women 
and six men killed and about thirty-four 
injured. With the exception of one soldier, 
these were civilians. 

Allied Raids on Holland. 

The Echo Belge learns that last Friday 
afternoon a squadron of Allied aeroplanes 
again bombarded Ghent and Gontrode, with 
the intention of destroying the flying sheds at 
Ghent. The result was extremely satisfactory. 

All the sheds, with their contents, were 
destroyed, and about twelve houses in the 
neighbourhood caught fire. The Germans 
opened a terrible gun-fire, but all the airmen 
escaped unharmed, to the great satisfaction 
of the inhabitants of Ghent, who were 
interested spectators of the attack from 
beginning to end 

On Sunday afternoon several Allied airmen 
again appeared over the town, apparently in 
search of an enemy airman. They were 
received with a strong cannonade.

The Nobei Prize 


The following letter comes to me over 


the signature of three very distinguished 
writers. Padraic Colum needs no intro- 
duction to his own countrymen. M. Eugene 
Jolas is editor of ‘‘transition’’ and a 
notable author in his own right. Mr. 
Thornton Wilder, the American signatory, 
has a very wide reputation, dating from 
the time when his novel, ‘‘ The Bridge of 
San Luis Rey,’’ had a huge success. 

Their letter reads :— 

‘“The undersigned are taking it on 
themselves to make a recommendation for 
the bestowal of the Nobel Prize for Litera- 
ture this year: it is that the prize be 
given to James Joyce. 

“Although this recommendation beare 
the signatures of only three, we are con. 
fident that, if it were possible to circulate 
it widely in America and Europe, it would 
have hundreds. 

“James Joyce has brought a new range 
of human experience into literature, and 
in presenting that range of experience he 
has created new techniques for the novel. 
We, with numerous other writers, believe 
that he is the outstanding literary artist 


of our day, and that ‘ Ulysses’ (to say’ 


nothing of ‘Finnegan’s Wake’) is the 
most influential novel of the epoch. 

““We are conscious that the signers of 
this recommendation are few; that is 
because the bulk of those who would rejoice 
to see the Nobel Prize go to James Joyce 
are at the moment difficult of access; to 
those of them whom your review reaches 
we appeal for endorsement of this recom- 
mendation.

It was pointed out that, with mechanised 
troops on the Turco-Bulgarian border, 
Germany would be able to exert tremendous 
diplomatic pressure, «nd force, if necessary, 
on Turkey to permit the passage of troops 
attacking Palestina and Egypt. 

‘There will, undoubtedly, be heavily 
increased pressure against other Balkan 
countries for military concessions during the 
coming week,” it was added. 

While officially Yugoslavia indicated that 
she would resist any attempt to establish 
German military bases in the country, a 
spokesman asserted that since the Interna- 
tional Danube Commission was dominated by 
Germany Yugoslavia was not in a position to 
halt the passage of war materials and troops 
down the river.—(Associated Press.)

EO Italian torpedo boats, each of |

during a naval engagement off Malta 
on the night of Friday to Saturday, 
according to yesterday’s Italian war 
communiqué. There is no confirma- 
tion in London of an engagement in 
the Mediterranean. 

The Italian communiqué claims 


that a British cruiser was sunk. 

‘Italian — patrolling the Channel 
of Sicily daringly attacked British naval 
forces off Malta on the night of October 11- 
12,” the communiqué states. 

““One enemy cruiser, probably of the Nep- 
tune class, was sunk. 

“Further serious damage was caused to 
other British units, which made off. 

“The Italian losses are two torpedo boats 
of 600 tons and a destroyer of 1, tons. 

“The greater part of the Italian crews were 
saved. 

“In the early hours of the following morn- 
ing Italian air formations which had set out 
to search for enemy units closed up with them 
while they were making for the Kast, and 
carried out an intense bombardment of them. 

‘*In spite of violent anti-aircraft fire from 
the British units, bad weather conditions and 
the intervention of British fighters which took 
off from a British aircraft carrier, the Italian 
bombers achieved notable results. 

“The British aircraft carrier was hit astern 
by a large-sized bomb and a British heavy 
cruiser was damaged on her port side. 

“Two British fighter ’planes were shot 
down. One Italian machine failed to return.” 

The communiqué was followed by a foot- 

ote :— 

“It will be noted,” said this Italian com- 
mentary, ‘‘that the Neptune class of British 
destroyers displace between 6,000 and 7,000 
tons. 

““* Therefore, it can be seen that the British 
losses m this action are far heavier than the 
Italian losses, the Italian losses being 2,600 
tons of shipping as against the British 6,000 
or 7,000 tons, apart from damage inflicted on 
other units.’ . 

Rome Radio commenting on the naval en- 
gagement off Malta stated last night :—‘‘ So 
far there is no statement from the Italian 
High Command as to where the British were 
making for, but it is significant that they 
were near Malta. In view of the sorry plight 
of this island it is probable that they were 
trying to bring supplies. 

“One claim that the British cannot deny 
is that the Italian naval units that attacked 
them were smaller and that they were put to 
flight with heavy -losses. 

“We are wondering what Mr. Churchill 
will say—how he will describe this as a vic- 
tory.”

THE BALKAN 
THRUST 


The Times in a leading article to-day says : 
Little more than a week has passed since 
Hitler and Mussolini marshalled their 
armoured trains side by side on the Brenner 
Pass. If the nature of their discussions can 
be judged by the sequel, it would appear 
that their eyes were turned mainly towards 
the South Last. This is in one sense en: 
couraging. Hitler has been compelled to 
recognise that the Llitztreig against Britain 
is yielding no prospects of victory, and noue 
of those quick, dramatic results which are 
necessary to his prestige at home and abroad. 
Spain, in spite of the blandishments lavished 
on Senior Suner, has not committed herself, 
so far as can be divined, to a departure from 
her watchful attitude. Marshal Graziani has 
had time to experience some of the uncomt- 
fortable realities of the campaign launched 
against Egypt at a moment when German 
bombers were supposed to be on the point of 
reducing London to ruins and paralysing 
British power. 

A credible outline of the Axis plan now 
seems to be shaping itself. It amounts, in brief, 
to an administration of the coup de grace to 
Egypt and the Suez Canal by some form of 
fresh pressure, if not, indeed, by actual 
attack from the North. 

Nothing—so the argument may have run— 
but further pressure exerted through Turkish 
territory could hope to make any serious im- 
pression on the British forces in Egypt and 
Palestine. In no other way could the so- 
called pincers of the Axis be made to close 
on the British stronghold in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

There are two obstacles to the realisation 
of any such grandiose plan. The first is the 
power and spirit of Turkey... Turkey is 
the strongest military Power in the Near 
East, and stands second to none, both in the 
proud assertion of her independence and in 
the capacity to resist any infringement of it. 
She has a long experience of German am- 
bitions, and shows no sign of willingness to 
be either bribed or browbeaten. If Germany 
tried to force a way across the Near East, 
then, declared the Turkish: official wireless 
during the week-end—two million Turkish 
bayonets would bar the way. In recent 
months the Turkish course, has sometimes 
been rendered difficult by the uncertain policy 
of her great neighbour. It may be supposed 
that on this occasion the traditional interest 
of Soviet Russia in the imtegrity of Turkish 
territory and in the security of the Straits 
will free Turkish statesmen of any em- 
barrassment in that quarter. Turkey will be 
saved by her own resolution. .. . 

. A second obstacle to the project is the 
reat strength of Greaf Britain in the Fastern 

editerranean. Had the Axis Powers been 
able to launch their offensive at the moment 
of the French Armistice, that threat might 
have been formidable. Since that time, how- 
ever, successive reinforcements of men and 
material have reached the British military, 
naval and air forces in the Near East. These

GERMAN CLAIM 


The German radio made this 
statement last night :— 


“While the express was travel- 
ling at top speed an explosion 
occurred, which derailed it.

Fifty yards of the track had heen ripped 
up, and lengths of rail twisted into fantastic 
shapes tore through windows and doors as 
the coaches crashed over. 

Railway staff and others on the station 
through which the express had just passed 
rushed to the rescue, and in a few minutes 
were joined by A.R.P. wardens, demolition 
squads, first-aid nrrses, and members of tho 
St. John Ambulance Brigade. Feverishly 
they tore at the wreckage to extricate a 
number of women with babies and young 
children in the front part of the train, 
while awaiting the arrival of ambulances. 

In the midst of their labours came the 
drone of German war ’planes, followed by 
anti-aircraft gunfire. But the risk of falling 
bombs and of fying shrapnel was no doe- 
terrent to the work of rescuing the trapped 
passengers. 


LIKE A LAND MINE 

Residents, whose houses back on the rail- 
way, told a reporter that they thought a 
land mine had dropped on the station. One 
said: ''No words could possibly describe the 
noise.” 

Mrs. Thorn said: '*My laughter, Pat, and 
I made tea for the passengers. Some were 
lying in the signal box seriously injured, 
and others, trapped, were moaning. When 
I tried to give an injured seldier a sip of 
tea he said: ‘ Tell inv mother and sister 1 
shall be all right.”

The whole fime we 
were falling over twisted metal and wading 
about. in two inches of water, which had 
come from a damaged water column by the 
side of the track.’’

“The factory seemed to be working at 
full pressure when we arrived,” said the 
navigator of one of the aircraft, ‘‘and by the 
light of our flares we got an impression of 
miles of sheds of all sizes aa of huge 
factory chimneys belching columns of smoke. 

‘We uid a couple of runs over the works 
to pick up ofr particular target—the 


machine shop—and then came in again anil - 


let go our bombs. As near as we could tell 
we were either right on the top of or quite 
close to the shop. 

The captain of another machine spent 
ffteen minutes cruising round the factory 
area locating the exact position of the power 
station. 

“Once we had spotted it,” he said, ‘‘it 
didn’t take us long to get on with the job. 
We saw our bombs hit their mark and start 
a number of fires. We were still admiring 
them when another aircraft came along and 
gave the machme shop a terrific wallop.”’ 

Outstanding features of the rest of the 
night’s raids were as follows:—Aluminium 
alloy factories, the Wintershall works at 
Herringen, two miles west of Hamm, and two 
important smelting plants at Bitterfield were 
heavily attacked by separate striking forces. 
Blinding white flashes ‘it up the Wintershall 
works following the explosion of incendiary 
bombs, which are believed to have hit the 
stores. 

The railway yards at Cologne and Hamm 
were twice attacked by medium and heavy 
bombers.

Another account of the recent bombing of 
Berlin states that from some of the reports 
received in London it is evident that the 
R.A.F. raids have badly shaken the popula- 
tion, says a Press Association War Special. 

It appears that the Berliuers now consider 
that the raids are inevitable. The bombing 
of military objectives in the city itself, the 
Press Association learns, is believed to have 
weakened the morale of the people. 

Berliners, too, have been greatly incon- 
venienced by the dislocation caused by the 
severe attacks on the German main lines of 
communication. The recent departure of 
high party officials for what they described 
as ‘‘autumnal holidays ” in Upper Bavaria 
has not encouraged the less ‘mportant citizen. 
During the raids in the middle of August 
heavy damage was apparently done to the 
barracks and aerodrom-s at Donaueschingen, 
while from Constance there is news that the 
great Dornier works were heavily damaged. 


OFFENSIVE UNEXPECTED 


Information has also been received which 


makes it clear that the chemical works 
at Waldshaut were so severely bombed 
that the attack esulted in at _ least 
a fifty per cent. fall in production. 


From other information it 1s also plain that 
the R.A.F.’s wide and systematic offensive 
against Germany was unexpected. In Stutt- 
gart, for instance, an urgent order has been 
placed for many hundreds of steel helmets to 
protect local police. 

Accounts received about the recent raids 
on the occupied French ‘port of L’Orient, 
which were stated by British pilots to have 
been highly successful, have now come to 
hand. During one of these raids one neutral 
source reports that two large ships were 
sunk. Both were carrying hundreds of 
German troops. and it is understood that 
there were only fifteen survivors. It is claimed 
that over 3,000 German soldiers perished. 


NO SLEEP IN BREMEN 


A Swedish seaman who returned to his 
country from Germany said, in an interview 
with the Swedish newspaper Hidtksvalls 
Nyheter :—‘*‘ Bremerhaven at the time of my 
visit was an inferno, and enough to upset 
anyone’s nerves. All was more or _ less 
normal until we reached the entrance of the 
Kiel Canal. It was there that we saw the 
first signs of war in the shape of the masts 
of two fair-sized ships sticking out of the 
water. 

“We carried on to Bremen, and for seven 
days and nights were unable ‘to get even a 
wink of sleep because of the air raid alarms, 
followed by raids which seemed to go on for 
hours. My impression of Bremen to-day is 
one of continual bombardment. 


DANGER OF DEATH 


“ The night before we arrived an immense 
warehouse on the harbeur was _ practically 
levelled to the ground, and when we cast 
anchor the ruins were still smoking. There 
were countless rumours that the whole of 
Bremen showed signs of devastation, but 
these I cannot confirm. The military objec- 
tives which the British Air Force are con- 
tinually attacking have received many hits. 
The damage is obvious, and it is here that 
the danger of death lurks every night during 
these intense raids. 

‘‘ We seamen had orders not to stay on 
board, but to make every effort to take cover 
on land, and find our way to nearby shelters- 
as soon as the alarm was given. More often 
than not there was no time to leave the boat, 
and, as a rule, we had to stay on our ship 
and go through the horrors as best we could. 
Every night we shook with fear, and, in 
addition, were almost completely deafened.”’ 


OBITUARY 


MR. E. P. MCSWEENEY 


The death has occurred at a Cork nursing 
home of Mr. E. P. McSweeney, M.A., of 
Mentone, Sunday’s Well, Cork, at the age of 
71 years. Mr. McSweeney was a distinguished 
educationist, and for half a century carried 
out a great deal of work on behalf of primary 
education, having been associated wrth the 
late Mr. W. J. M. Starkie, the well-known 
Resident Commissioner of Education under the 
old régime. Mr. McSweeney was lecturer 
in the History of LKducation at the old 
Queen’s College, Cork, and later at-the present 
University College, Cork, of the governing 
body of which he was a member. He retired 
a year ago. One of his sons is Dr. C. J. 
McSweeney, I*.R.C.P., Medical Superinten- 
dent of the Fever Hospital, Cork street, | 
Dublin. 


MR, T. J. CROZIER 


Thomas James Crozier, J.P., aged 73, Brook- 
ville, Ballinamallard, died suddenly on Satur- 
day afternoon when attending a funeral at 
Kilskeery, Co. Tyrone, accompanied by his 
son, Hanley. When he became ill in a car 
he was brought to Bundoran Junction, where 


he died. He was a former member of Fer-

BRITISH OFFICIAL REPORT 


The following British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security communiqué was 
issued Jast night :— 

‘‘ Soon after midday to-day (Sunday) enemy 
aircraft began a series of raids over South- 
East England. The number of aircraft em- 
ployed was not very large, but successive 
formations crossei the Kent coast during the 
early afternoon and some of the enemy 
reached the London area. Bombs were 
dropped at several points in London and the 
suburbs. 

““No severe damage was done, but some 
casualties were caused. In one district 
several houses were damaged and a fire was 
started, but was speedily extinguished. A 
number of casualties has been reported from 
two places on the outskirts of London. Only 


very slight damage is reported from any 


other part of the country. 

“ Reports so far received show that one 
enemy aircraft has been destroyed. One of 
our fighters has been lost, but the pilot is 
safe.”

FIVE HOUSES WRECEED 
BY TWO BOMBS 


Heavy gunfire was heard on the fringe of 
the London area last night during the third 
raid, and a German 'plane was heard flying 
exceptionally low. . 

A number of people are believed to have 
been buried under the wreckage of four or 
five houses demolished by two bombs in a 
London district. | 

A number of fires—all. of which were 
quickly put out—were caused by incendiaries 
showered in one district. One incendiary. was 
tackled as it burned on the edge of a bed 
in a house, the occupants of which were 
in a shelter. A schoolboy helped to quell 
outbreaks at a nearby garage. 


FIVE KILLED BY BOMB 


_ Five people were killed and a number 
injured by a bomb which fell in a London 
square during Saturday  night’s_ raids. 
Soldiers, police and civilians gave first aid to 
the injured and helped to remove them to 
hospital. 
A national institution was damaged, three 
bombs dropping nearby. In one London area 
a woman and four children were buried 
beneath a demolished house. One of the 
children was dead when dug out. 
A bomb falling in a main road wrecked a 
‘bus. In a residential district six houses were 
demolished. 
Four families spent the night in a shelter 
one hundred yards from their home. In the 
morning they found that the two houses they 
ointly occupied had been demolished. The 
mb shattered the windows of municipal 
buildings, including an assembly hall, library 
and swimming baths. 
Two people were killed in another street, 
their homes being wrecked. In one area two 
shelters were demolished. No one was inside 
at the time. 


IN THE PROVINCES 


A Messerschmitt fighter, flying at about 
fifty feet, machine-gunned the sea front of a 
south-east coast town yesterday morning. 
Bursts of fire were also directed at several 
small boats. One man was injured. 
Anti-aircraft guns opened fire on several 
formations of German war “planes which 
crossed the Kent coast in the afternoon.

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THE WAR IN THE 
AIR 


AIM 


Br Our Mutirranx CORRESPONDENT. 


In any attempt to analyse the air war as a 
whole it is impossible to do better than take 
as our ‘‘terms of reference’’ the exposition 
given last week at. a Press conference m 
Berlin by “A High German Air-Force 
Officer.” “The statement in question was ad- 
mirably clear and precise; and—since Ger- 
many still esses the initiative in the air- 
war—it can be taken as fairly indicating the 
rules under which the war in question 1s being 
fought. : 

‘he German aim is five-fold, to be sum- 
marised as follows :— : 

1. Control of the Channe! and English coast. 

2. Progressive and complete anmhilation of 
London. ee 

3. Progressive paralysis of Britain’s techni- 
cal, industrial and civil life. 

4. Demoralisation of the civil ogy 
5. Progressive weakening of the British 
fighter force. | : 

Each of these aims reguires to be carefully 
examined. But before doing this it should 
be emphasised that they represent quite de- 
finitely an attrition—and not a ‘‘ blitz ’’ policy 
of attack: If the German High Command 
ever intended an aerial knock-out of Britain, 
mo á such design is now put aside as unrealis- 


CONTROL OF THE CHANNEL 


Coming now to the individual sub-heads, 
we find that No. 1—Control of the Channel— 
is a very long way from being achieved. 
Certain areas have certainly been heavily 
punished, and some Southern aerodromes 
rendered dangerous to use; but raiders here 
are still met—both in the air and from the 
ground—and coastwise convoys still continue 
to pass. Nor does this state of affairs appear 
likely to change so long as the British retain 
their popes degree of superiority in the 
naval donfain. 

Aim No, 2—Annihilation of London—has 
certainly had a beginning made of it. And 
possibly this is as good a place as any other 
to stress the fact that the five German aims 
are not at all mutually exclusive. All can 
be pursued simultaneously—and, indeed, 
must be. Thus, No. 4—Demoralisation of 
the population—is closely bound up with No. 
2. Whatever measures counter one of these 
1pso facto eliminates the other. The counter- 
measures in question will be dealt with later. 


ATTACKS ON TRAINS 


Paralysis of the life of the country may 
be sought in several ways. Recently there 
has been at least one new departure in 
German tactics, which appears to have such 
an end in view—1.e., attacks on railway 
trains by individual aircraft, whether by 
bombing, machine-gunning, or both. So far 
the attacks appear to have been of an experi- 
mental nature: they may become general 
later on. They could have a twofold aim. 
In the first place, it is designed to dis- 
organise communications. If such an attack 
results—as it very easily might—in wrecking 
a train, a take line is blocked for a greater 
or shorter period of time. And if the British 
detail fighter aircraft to patrol the lines, it 
is a dispersion of effort. Possibly the best 
answer would be to mount A.A. machine- 
guns on a flat truck included in the train. 
This would, at all events, be the most 
economical remedy. 


FIGHTER FORCES 


that dissipated fighter 
effort, from the British point of view, 
would be a serious mistake, And this brings 
us to point No. 5—weakening of the fighter 
force—on which, in reality, all the others are 
conditional, in last analysis. It seems 
desirable to analyse this particular aspect 
in rather full detail, because these seems to 
be a‘ certain amount of misunderstanding 
prevalent about it at the present time. 

Take, for instance. certain jnterpretations 
placed on recent German raiding technique. 
The latest’ has been the employment in a 
big way of Messerschmidt 109’s as a sort of 
auxiliary bombers. Before that there was the 
employment of large numbers of fighters to 
escort small numbers of bombers—in a ratio 


For anything 


of 3 to 1, it was said. These were taken as 


indications of the inferior quality of German 

fighters or of heavy losses among their 

bombers or of both. Now, it seems unques- 

tionable that—for perfectly understandable 

technical reasons—the German fighters are not 

individually equal to the British, and it As 

equally true that German bomber losses have 

been high. But, for all that, the explanation | 
is not quite so simple. 


TACTICAL MEASURE 


The new German policy is not a counsel 
of despair, but, rather, a tactical measure 
designed to meet existing circumstances. The 
small bomber-nucleus of the raid is intended 
to draw British defending fighters as well 
as to inflict actual damage by the bombs 
dropped. The heavy fighter-escorts are 
intended to counter-attack the British 
fighters; and they are made numerous In 
order to compensate for their individual 
inferiority. Each carries a 2001b. bomb, which 
reinforces by so much the main load of the 
bombers and can be dropped at once when 
the British fighters appear. 
So far, Messerschmidt 110’s do not seem to 
have been thus employed. It may be a way 
of exploiting the 109’s before they pass out 
of service. It is expected that the Germans 
will soon have in general service a new 
fighter—the Focke-Wulf 187. It is twin- 
engined, carrying two oo pop and four 
machine guns. It is fast (324 m.p.h.), swift- 
climbing (3,000 feet per minute), and has 
the remarkable ceiling of 38,000 feet. 
The precision of German drill facilitates 
the new tactic. The bombers fly .losed up 
tight; the fighters are echeloned in steps 
behind and above them. When attacked 
they form a circle. Apropos of the fighting 
generally, it should be noted that practically 
all British aerial losses—of men and 
material—are among the fighter units. Ger- 
man losses are spread all over the Luftwaffe— 
bomber and fighter alike 

Meantime, the British are untiring in their 
counter-measures: the A.-A. barrage is 
thickened by more guns and searchlights, by 
more expertness in their use, by improving 
the warning system and the shelters, by 
organising débris-clearing, by providing fire- 
men, by improved balloon-cables. They are 
said also to have elaborated good counter- 
attack patrol methods and direction-finding, 
Above all, they counter-bomb whenever and 
wherever such can be carried out.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
RE SA the United States Navy 
and Air Force to the defence of all 
the Western Hemisphere, and re- 
newed his assurances that Britain 
would continue to receive all aid, 
short of war, when broadcasting to- 
night. 
he President, in what is regarded as one 
of his most momentous declarations on inter- 
national conditions and foreign policy, 
enunciated a policy of the total defence of 
the Atericas against attack from any part 
of the world. He was speaking from the 
dining car of: the special train. which is 
carrying him on a special national defence 
tour through Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
‘When we speak of defending this 
Western Hemisphere,’’ President Roosevelt 
said, “we speak not only of the territory of 
North, Central and South America and the 
immediately adjacent islands, we include the 
right to the peaceful use of the Atlantic. and 
Pacific Oceans. This has been our traditional 
policy. 


FIRST FACTOR 


“We of the Americas still consider the 
defence of these oceans of the Western 
Hemisphere against acts of aggression as a 
first factor in the defence and protection of 
our own territorial integrity. We re-affirm 
that policy lest there be any doubt of our 
intention to maintain it.” 

|, Mr. Roosevelt expressed confidence in the 
ability of the Americas to resist any infiltra- 
tion of alien, political and economic ideas 


which would destroy their freedom and 
democracy. 

‘“* Divide and conquer’ had been the 
totalitarians’ battle-cry in Europe against 


democracy,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “but on 
our Continent it will fail?” he added. 
“ Americans will not be scared or threatened 
into the ways the dictators want us to 
follow,’’ he continued. ‘‘No combinatfon of 
the dictator countries of Europe and Asia will 
thwart us in the path we see ahead for our- 
selves and for democracy ; no combination of 
the dictator countries of Europe and Asia 
will stop the help we are giving to almost the 
last free people fighting to hold them at 


ay. 
“The United States of America was 
mustering its men and resources,” the 
President went on, ‘‘ not only to defend itself, 
but, in co-operation with the other American 
Republics, to help to defend the whole 
Hemisphere. 


TOTAL DEFENCE 


"We are building a total defence on land, 
sea and in the air sufficient to repel a total 
attack from any part of the world. Unpre- 
cedented dangers have caused the United 
States to undertake the building of a navy 
and air force sufficient to defend all the 
coasts of the Americas from any combination 
of hostile Powers. The naval and air bases 
on the Atlantic were acquired from Britain 
for the defence of the entire hemisphere as 
well as the United States. The people of the 
Americas rejected the appeasement doctrine ; 
appeasing aggressors by withholding aid 
from those who stood in their way would 
merely hasten the day of their attack on the | 
Americas.” 

The President said that it could no longer 
be disputed that the forces of evil bent on 
the conquest of the world would destroy 
whomever and whatever they could destroy. 
He emphasised that neither the United States 
nor the hemisphere wanted war with any 
nation, and there was no desire, will or 
effort on the part of any cne race, or people 
or nation, on that side of the Atlantic to 
control any other. ‘‘ So bound together, we 
are able to withstand any attack from East 
or West.” 


PEACE ASSURANCES 


Mr. Roosevelt, asking why Americans 
should accept assurances that they were 
immune, added: ‘‘ History records not long 
ago that the same assurances were given to 
the people of Holland, Belgium and. Nor- 
way.’ 


Warning against ‘‘fifth columns,” he 
said: ‘‘We are determined to use our 


energies and our resources to counteract and 
repel foreign plots and propaganda and the 
whole technique of underground warfare 
originating in Europe and now clearly directed 
against all Republics on this side of the 
ocean.”’ 

The President towards the end of his 
speech said: “The men and women of 
Britain have shown how a free people defend 
what they know to be right. ” Their heroic 
defence will be recorded for all time, to be 
a perpetual proof that democracy when put to 
the test can show the stuff of which it is 
made.” He concluded with “Long live 
democracy.”’ 


THE U.S. PREPARES 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


President Roosevelt returned to Washington 
to-day to reassume direction of America’s pre- 
paredness programme. 

Simultaneously with the President’s speech 
at Dayton was the announcement by the 
Amcrican Institute of Public Opinion that 
new national surveys indicated a sharp in- 
crease in the number of Americans who 
favour aid to Britain, even to the extent 
of declaring war ou Germany and Italy. 

Dr. George Gallup, the Director of the 
Institute, commented: “When the tumult 
and the shouting of the November Presi- 
dential campaign have subsided it is likely 
that the issue of war or peace May assume 
even greater importance in American 
thinking.”

‘‘A South African Ai. Force squadron made 
further extensive reconnaissance flights. 

‘* From all operations our aircraft returned 


safely.” 


SUDAN FRONTIER 
FLARE-UP

With the Libyan desert front inactive, 
Egypt’s attention turned to a sudden clash 
near the long-tranquil Ethiopian - Sudan 
frontier. 

A report from Sudan, issued by the British 
Cemmand, said that a British mechanised 

atrol engaged the Italians at Jebel Abu 

amal, near Kassala, on Wednesday, leaving 
eighteen killed. 

The British casualties were announced as 
one dead and one wounded. 

This was the first. serious land conflict 
reported along the Sudan frontier since early 
in July, before the rainy season started, 
when Italians took Kassala, a frontier post. 
which would be the normal starting point 
for any drive on Khartoum in an attempt 
to link Ethiopia with Libya, via the Sudan. 

The rains recently stopped and the grassy 
plains in this section of the Sudan are now 
drying out. 


ITALIAN STATEMENT 


Yesterday’s Italian communiqué says :'— 

“In Northern Africa light Italian columns 
having advanced 23 miles east of Sidi 
Barrani clashed with small British armoured 
car and tank units and repulsed them. 

‘‘During last night the Italian Air Force 
bombed the aerodrome at Maaten Bagoush 
and the installations at Daba, east of Mersa 
Matruh, with evident results. 

‘‘ Despite violent anti-aircraft action all 
the Italian machines returned. 

“ British air raids on Bardia and the ports 
of Derna and Tobruk caused slight damage, 
but there were no casualties.

‘“Ttalian fighter aircraft cruising off 
Tobruk intercepted an enemy air formation, 


shooting down a Blenheim bomber and 
seriously damaging two other machines.

BISHOP OF DERRY’S 
SERMON

The Bishop of Derry, preaching yesterday 


at . Morning Service in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, from the text, ‘* The 


Light shineth in the darkness and the dark- 
hess comprehended it not,” referred to Sir 
James Jeans: book, ‘‘The Mysterious 
Universe,’ and said that it was in striking 
contrast to the materialistic and anti-religious 
writings of mer like Huxley and Tyndall, 
who spoke in th. same of science sixty years 
or so ago. Physical science nad learned to 
recognise that there were more things in 
heaven and earth than its microscopes and 
telescopes could reveal. Speaking from the 
scientific standopint, Sir James Jeans had 
said: '' The whole story of the creation of 
the universe could be told with perfect 
accuracy and completeness in the words: 
“God said let there be light” More 
scholars translated the word ‘‘comprehended”’ 
by ‘“‘overcame “— Th darkness overcame it 
not.’ 

The statement of the text was an epitomy 
of history since Christ was on earth. Seldom, 
if ever, since had the darkness been blacker 
than it was at this time. 

Indeed, to-day the light was shining 
in- darkness, in very thick daykness. But 
they could be of good courage, for they 
knew that St. John’s words would once 
again find fulfilment—‘‘ The darkness .over- 
came it not.”
